St. Louis, October 5.—(#)—The 
rugged figure of Jesse Joseph Haines 
was cast in heroic mold today to cele 
brate the home-coming of the Cardi- 
nals with a dramatic victory over the 
Yankees in the greatest diamond spec- 
tacle St. Louis has ever witnessed. 


Standing out in rugged _ relief 
against a background of dramatic con- 
flict and before the feverish cheers of 
a record-breaking crowd, Haines not 
only blanked the American league 
champions with five scattered hits, 
but hammered out a home run that 
capped the climax of the Cardinals’ 
decisive batting attack in the fourth 
inning. 

A vast and colorful throng of close 
to 38,000 spectators, the largest and 
most enthusiastic crowd that ever 
jammed Sportman’s park, saw Haines 
subdue the Yankees with a 4-to-0 tri- 
umph in the third game of the inter- 
sectional battle. It was a stirring 
victory, the climax of a 24-hour out- 
burst of unprecedented home-town 
spirit, and put the Cardinals in the 
lead, two games to one, in the strug- 
gle for premier baseball honors. 

Brilliant Pitching. 

Victory by any margin would have 
been thrilling to this big outpouring 
today, but it was satisfied even be- 
yond its keenest expectations by the 
brilliance of Haines’ pitching, the 
mighty power of his bat and the all- 
around dash with which the Cardi- 
nals demonstrated their superiority 
over their New York rivals. 

While Haines was turning in a 
masterpiece, his companion feat to

This renewed threat of danger to 
Americans in China follows in the 
wake of the heavy fighting at Han- 
kow a few weeks ago, when Canton- 
exe forces from the south captured 
the city from the forces of General 
Wu.

SINUSITUS IN CHILDREN. 

There are four pairs of bony spaces 

Or cavities in the skull which are lin- 
ed with mucous membrane continuous 
withthe lining of the nose chambers 
and communicate with the nasal 
cavity thru small openings or canals. 
These are respectively the maxillary 
sinuses (or antra or Highmore) in the 
upper jaw bones behind the cheeks, 
the frontal sinuses in the. orbital 
ridges behind the eyebrows, and 
the sphenoidal and  ethmoidal sir- 
uses deep between the eyes. The 
frequency of inflammation (sinusitus) 
or suppuration (infection) in these 
sinuses in adulas in nowadays pretty 
well recognized, though a good many 
cases of sinustis still masquerades as 
“headache,” “neuralgia,” “hay fever” 
or “recurring colds,” owing to the 
popular practice of self diagnosis and 
self treatment of the laziness or in- 
competence of physicians who eom- 
placently accept the patient's own 
diagnosis rather than go to the 
trouble of making a proper examinla- 
tion. . 
Infection of these sinuses is com- 
mon among ‘children, and sinus in- 
fection in children is still commonly 
overlooked. 

Many cases of acute illness with 
fever, headache, loss of appetite or 
/vomiting are in reality sinusitis. Sinus 
infection explains a considerable num- 
ber of cases where parents suspect 
adenoid enlargement has recurred 
after removal of the adenoid mass, be- 
cause the cough and difficult breath- 
‘ing recur. Sinus infection accounts 
for certain cases of irregular fever in 
children who are apparently well but 
have an upset atomach and fever for 
a day or so every now and_ then, 
from no apparent cause. 

Chronic sinusitus in children may 
roduce Jistlessness, a pale or pasty 
complexion, underweight, poor appe- 
tite and periodic attacks of vomiting,

The “Big Three” Problem. 


Again the spectre of football scouting has arisen to 
plague the athletic directors of the natjon’s greatest schools 
and this time the issue may cause a severance of relations 
between three of America’s best known universities. -Yale 
and Princetan have agreed to abolish the practice and Harvard 
refuses. It is entirely possible that this may cause a breach 
in athletic relations between Harvard and the two other schools 


of the “Big Three.” 


The move by Yale and Princeton to abolish scouting is an impor- y 
tant step in football history. The matter has been agitated for several | 
years and has been tried with greater or lesser success in some smaller | 
conferences, but this is the first serious move on the part of a major |,

There is no question in our mind that the universal 
abolition of scouting would react to the ultimate good of the 
game, but the question of practicability enters. Some work- 
able means of eliminating scouting must first be decided upon 
by the leading mentors. 


The elimination of scouting is a fine theory and if worked out suc- | 
cessfully should redound to the benefit of the game. Without scouting 
the early season games would often be more closely contested because 
conference teams playing non-conference rivals would not hesitate to 
“open up” with some trick plays which they dare not expose under the | 
present system. This same would be true of the intra-conference games | 
'preceding some particular important battle. 


Smaller schools with limited squads could prepare trick 
plays and test them in competition before playing larger 
schools without fear of exposing strength to future opponents 
through their scouts. Without scouting coaches could devote 
more time to perfecting new plays with the assurance that 
these plays would not be known to the opposition from the 
first moment they were used on a gridiron.

Members of the executive committee 


‘of the Atlanta Baptist Ministers’ nsso- 
ciation, at a special meeting Tues- 
day afternoon at 5 o’clock in the First 
Baptist church, appointed six laymen 
and six ministers from various 
churches in the association to inves- 
tigate with members of the Buck- 
head Baptist church, a recent contro- 
versy between the pastor, Rev. J. H. 
Fuller, and the deacons of the church. 

The Rev. S. A. Cowan, pastor of 
the Inman Park Baptist church, was 
named chairman of the advisory com- 
mittee, but other members of the com- 
mittee were not made public Tuesday 
night. 

The committee appointed by the ex- 
ecutive committee has. no power to 
act in the case, regardless of its find- 
ings, and was only appointed to act as 
an advisory committee and make sug- 
gestions to the Buckhead church, it 
was stated. Members of that church 
last Sunday morning requested the 
executive committee of the Atlanta 
Baptist Minister’s association to name 
the special advisory committee. 

A controversy in the Buckhead 
church arose some time ago when Rev. 
Fuller was asked to resign his pas- 
torate on charges by the board of 
deacons that he lacked “leadership of 
the congregation.” 

At a called meeting last Wednesday 
night, the board of deacons was re- 
‘elected and after’ a short conference, 
the pastorate was declared vacant, 
effective November 1. Rey. Fuller 
,has stated that the action of this meet- 
‘ing was illegal, on the grounds that it 
was not a regular church conference 
meeting, was called without previous 
knowledge to the pastor or members 
and was acted on by a hoard of dea- 
cons whose resignations had been ac- 
cepted by the church in regular con- 
ference, 

Rey. Fuller has expressed his de- 
termination to remain in his pulpit 
until legally dismissed, and also de- 
clares that under his two-year regime, 
the church has more than doubled its 
membership and is in a progressive
